Forty-minute speeches will be the 
general rule applying to House of 
Commons debates if the recommenda- 
tions of the spe cial committee which 
has been considering the revision of 
the rules of the house are adopted. 
“No member except the prime minis- 
ter, the leader of the opposition, ot a

Developed From Hunting Horn 

The French horn, whose sweet tones | 
are such a delight to many people, and | 
which is so much in demand in orches- | 
tras, has developed out of the old | 
huntIng horn. In order to be carried 
by the hunter on horseback, the horn 
used. to be bent into spiral rings so} 
that it might’slip over the head and 
rest on one shoulder. The Germans 
still know it as the waldhorn or forest 
horn. The addition of valves has 
made the chromatic scale possible to 
an instrument which, at first, was only 
capable of the ‘natural notes of its 
tube. If the spirals of a French horn 
were straightened out, the instrument 
would be 17 feet long. ‘hat is why 
they and the spirals of other brass in- 
struments remain spirals.
